Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer moving image file entitled The Donkey is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years. 

This classification is because of the manner in which the publication deals with matters of sex. 

The computer moving image file contains footage of a man being chased around a paddock by a 
donkey with an erection. The donkey makes repeated attempts to mount the man. The purpose of 
the publication is to provide crass amusement and entertainment through the implication o f 
possible sexual intercourse between a donkey and a man. The publication makes a joke that relies 
heavily on sexual innuendo associated with bestiality. Children and teenagers are less likely to view 
the video footage as humorous, contrived or 'set up' by those who have filmed it. This may lead to 
their being confused or disturbed by the idea that a donkey may attack a man with the obvious 
intention of engaging in sexual intercourse with him. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as set out in section 
14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The classification is a reasonable limitation on the 
freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the 
availability of publications that will be injurious to the public good. 
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
